Another result has been to revive talk con- 
cerning candidates whose namés have been 
already canvassed and then discarded.

terday, for instance, Congressman Shively 
of Indiana was warmly supported by sev- 
eral States until he came out and declared 
that he could not be à candidate under any 
circumstances. 
Mr. Shively was taken at his word and the 
talk about him ceased, but tonight his name 
is again being pressed by the delegates who 
do not like Mr. Keller and are opposed to 
selecting Mr. Towne.

There were present, répresenting the Demo- 
crats, Richard Croker of New York, Senator 
Jones of Arkansas, Committeeman Johnson 
of Kaneas, and Clayton of Alabama. Chalr- 


man Edmiston of the National committee 


and Senators Pettigrew of South Dakota 
and Allen of Nebraska were there for the 
Populists, and Senator Teller of Colorado, 
ex-Senator Dubois of Idaho, and Congress- 
man Newlands of Nevada spoke for the free 
silver Republicans. 

The conference was a long one and went 
into the platform matters as well as the 
Vice Presidency, but the main point made 
by the Populists and the free silver Repub- 
licans was that if Mr. Towne were nominated 
for the Vice Presidency it would insure sup- 
port for the ticket. It was also strongly 
urged that the only hope for the election of 
Bryan was a union of the Democratic, Pop- 
list, and free silver Republican forces. 

All of the Democrats present except Mr. 
Croker Hstened courteously enough to what 
their conteress had to say. The head of 
Tammany replied bluntly enough that he 
and his organisation wanted a Democrat. 
nominated along with Bryan, and they did 
not consider Mr. Towne a Democrat. 

After the conference was over Chairman 
Jones of the Democratic National commit- 
tee said: 

“We simply discussed matters in an in- 
formal way and did not come to any definite 
conclusion. In fact, I do not see how any- 
thing positive can be determined on in the 
matter, as the question is one which the 
convertion will have to settle for itself.“

of Charities of New York City. He is a 
member of Tammany, an officer in that 
organization, and holds his present post- 
tion under an appointment by Mayor Van 
Wyck. The place is worth $15,000 a year, and 
was given him in recognition of his services 
on the stump at the recent Mayoralty elec- 
tion. He is in line for the nomination for 
Mayor, and one reason for presenting him 
for the Vice Presidency is to help along his 
candidacy for that position.

SCHOONER SINKS A BARK. 


New Boat Sends the Bessie Markham 
to the Bottom—All but One of | 
Crew Saved, | 


Norfolk, Va., July 3.—[Special.]—Captain 
Curvin and nine of the crew of the wrecked 
British bark Bessie Markham were landed 
here this afternoon by the schooner C. C. 
Lane, which pleked the men up at a time 
when it seemed all must perish, One of the 
bark's crew, Edward Kirby, the boatswain, 
of Philadelphia, was drowned. | 

The Markham, loaded with coal, satled 
from Philadelphia on June 26 for St. Johns, 
N. B. At 7:30 a. m. on June 28, when forty 
miles southeast of the south shore lightship, 
during a dense fog and a fearful sea, the 
bark was run into by a five-masted schooner, 
which proved to be the Jennie French Potter, 
a new vessél and one of the finest afloat, 
bound from Portland, Me., to Norfolk® 

The bark sank within five minutes. The 
men hardly had time to take to the boats, 
which were half filled with water. Those 
aboard the schooner shouted “ Are you load- 
ed?“ but offered no assistance. According to 
the surveyors it sheered off and disappeared 
in the fog. Kirby was lost when the ship 
sank. The men drifted in the leaky boats 
and heavy sea for thrée hours, when the 
Lane, Captain Tulloch, Portsmouth; N. H.,

Colonel Roosevelt Sleeps Late. 

Colonel Roosevelt—it won't do any harm to 
call. him Colonel—left the ballroom shortly 
after I o'clock this morning and retired to 
the privacy of his dar, preferring its shelter 
to hotel accommodations. He slept late. 
In fact, it was nearly 8 o'clock, an hour 
after the town began to seeth with the activi- 
ties of the day, before he sat down to the 
breakfast table. He loitered in the car for 
over an hour aftérwards, doing nothing 
more energetic than to peruse the contents 
of several telegrams, 

One was from Governor Sears of Colorado 
urging the merits of San Antonio as the 
place for the next annual reunion of the 
Rough Riders.

A platoon of police led 
the way, and somé unimportant escort or- 
ganisati¢ne followed next, the first body to 
attract attention being that formed of for- 
mer federal and confederate soldiers. Many 
of the latter wore their gray uniforms, 
marching side by side with the veterans in 
blue. 

The Eighth United States Cavalry imme- 
diately preceded the Rough Riders. Colonel 
Roosevelt rode several lengths ahead of the 
regiment, the active command devolving 
upon Cojonel Brodie. The men marched in 
columns of eight as far as company strength 
permitted, one troop, Captain 
O' Neils, was able to show only six men. 


: Wave of Cheers on the Line. 
The Oklahoma Troop B, commanded by 
Captain ‘Frank Frentz, was the strongest in 

numbers; three ranks passing in review. 

The sight of the Colonel, or the sight of the 
men in khaki, or sight of both, kept the wave 
of enthusiasm running along the line, the 
crest keeping about even with Colonel 
oose ’s fgure.

The parade’s goal was the fair grounds, 
the grand stand of which served as an 
auditorium. A speakers’ platform was bullt 
out from it over the race track, leaving space 
on the course, however, for the parade to 
pass in review in front. 

As the head of the procession approached 
the entrance to the grounds Colonel Roose- 
veit—be was still Colonel—rode apart. 
While the parade turned into the race track 
ne dismounted in the rear of the grand stand, 
and almost stealthiiy sought the platform. 
The grand stand already was thronged, but 
no one saw him emerge from the crowd and

The platform was cleared a second time, 
and after that there were no more 
alarms. When the Rough Riders came 
abreast of their Colonel he beamed u 
and complimented them individually. Col- 
onel Brodie was told he was a fine rider, 
which made him blush, and Sergeant Charles 
Hunter was reminded that he was a fast 
runner. It was Hunter who followed close 
after his Colonel up San Juan Hill, Roose- 
velt explained that it Was the sight of 
Hunter chasing him that made him run. 

The grand stand assemblage did not forget 
the Rough Riders. As soon as the regiment 
halted, Hunter, who bore the faded flag, 
mounted beside his commander. The colors 
were draped with black ribbons in memgry 
of the brave men who died in an ambuscade 
at Las G and on the hillside of San 
Juan. 

President \Cihseen of the local Rough Rid- 
ers’ association, which is made up of busi- 
ness-men who brought it about that the re- 
union took place in Oklahoma, introduced 
Governor Barnes of the Territory, who deliv- 
ered the first of-two addresses of welcome. 


Speeches of True Welcome. 

The Governor, after complimentary utter- 
ances, coupled with the name of Roosevelt, 
referred to Oklahoma's troop in the Rough 
Riders, saying that it ‘passed through the 
war with the loss of only one man. This 
trooper, Roy Caslioh, was killed at San 
Juan Hill. His father and mother were 
brought to Colonel Roosevelt before he left 
the stand and he called them Spartan 
parents. | 

Governor Barnes described the guest of the 
day as a statesman who dared practiced 
what: he preach 

Mayor Van Winkle conveyed the welcome 
of Oklahoma City to Colonel Roosevelt under 
difficulties, as his fellow-citizens wanted to 
hear the commandant of the Rough Riders 
without further delay. He stilled the tur- 
bulent concéurse, however, when he entered 
upon an eloquent tribute to Captain Capron, 
declaring him to be the ideal of the soldier's 
hero. At the mention of her husband's name 
Mrs. Capron started, but regained control of 
herself and stared straight ahead. 


Roosevelt's Many Sides. 

4 the eulogy proceeded, however, she 
was unable to maintain her calm and sud- 
denly she buried her face in the folds of 
the guidon. When she had again mastered 
her emotion Colonel Roosevelt: crossed to 
her side and spoke with her for several 
seconds. In the next half hour the Gov- 
ernor of New York and Vice Presidential 
nominee was Ed for about ten minutes 
and Governor for twenty, the time 
showing about the relative proportion of 
politics and soldier talk in the address. 

The Colonel gained, however, in the 
minutes which came immediately his 
speech was done. As soon as he was 
through speaking, President Classen told 
him not to step back, and without any cere- . 
mony he presented Colonel Roosevelt 

a sword in behalf of the City of Oklahoma.

On the right side of the saber itself ap- 
péared the letters: U. S., to Colonel Theo- 
dore Roosevelt from people of 
City, Oklahoma.“

“E Pluribus Unum,” appearing beneath the 
speadeagles, and followed by the inscrip- 
tion: San Juan Hill, July 1, 1898; Oklahoma 
City, July 1, 1900.“ 


Talks of General Wood and Expansion. 
Governor Roosevelt, in his speech, id 
tribute to Major Genera by 
saying he was an officer he and the regiment 
alike had been delighted to serve under. 

The address was of pronounced expansion. 
It follows: 

“My Fellow-Citizens, Men and Women 
of Oklahoma: I have never been in your 
Territory until last night, but I feel at home 
here. You are bone of my bone, blood of my 
blood, and to some of your sons I am bound 
by the closest ties that can bind one man to 
his brothers. 

I hope to come down here often, and the 
next time I come hope to see you a State. 
You have got free homes, and now you need 
Statehood. I know I don’t have to say to 
you, least of all to those who know me close- 
ly—my comrades here know—that I am with 
you heart and soul to ald you in whatever 
you desire. 

“TI cannot say hgw deeply I appreciate 
the way in which the procession was 
formed this morning, with the blue and the 
gray, with the men who fought in the union 
armies having the right of line and following 
next those valiant confederates with whom 
they had fought thirty-five years ago, each 
side proving the valor of the other, so that 
we, your sons, can be equally proud of the 
‘courage of the men who wore the blue and 
the gray, now standing under a flag forever 
united and placing this nation among the 
foremost nations of the earth. 


Takes Up Expansion. 

„Men of Oklahoma, it is eleven years since 
you had Oklahoma, Why are you here? 
Because you expanded into Oklahoma. This 
is not politics; this is a statement of fact. 

“ Among the men of my regiment who are 
here today are men partly or in whole of the 
blood of the Pawnee, the Cherokee, the 
Chickasaw, and the Creek, the ancient req 
owners of the soil. 

„One of the men of that blood I promoted 

or gallantry in action, from a Second Lieu- 
tenant finally to a Captaincy. He was shot 
and before his wound healed he joined us at 
the front, and now that man has a commis- 
sion in the army of the United States over 
in the Philippines. Now, why was he with 
me? Because you had expanded over him, 
because you had treated him with justice, 
because you had made a law the same for all 
men. 

„Wo of the Rough Riders are proud of our 
Colonel, the present General Leonard Wood; 
proud of him not only because we remember 
how he formed us; not only because we re- 
member how he led us in the fight at Guasi- 
mas, when most of us had not any idea ex- 
actly how it felt to be in a fight, but we are 
proud of him because he has been an able 
and upright civic administrator in Cuba; be- 
cause we feel that our regiment has taken 
the lead in furnishing the sort of men who 
must be sent to ihe tropic isles that have 
become ours, if we are going to, as we want 
to, make our rule a blessing jndeed to those 
islands. 

As it is with the individual, so it with the 
nation. You of Oklahoma founded this Ter- | 
ritory, this State that is to be, because you 
came here not seeking a life of ease, but 
anxious to grapple with difficulties, and out 
of toll and labor and peril achieve the splen- 
did ultimate triumph. So it must be with the 
nations of the *earth—a nation that is fit to 
play its part among the great peoples; a na- 
tion that does not want to take the place of 
China at the present day. | 

No nation, no matter how glorious its 
record, can exist unless it practices—prac- 
tices, mind you, not merely preaches—civic 
honesty, civic decency, civic righteousness. 
No nation, can permanently prosper unless 
the decaldgue and the golden rule are its 
guides in public as in private life.“

TRY TO DESERT THEIR SHIP. 


Steamer Langston at Norfolk, but 
Are Arrested by the Police. 


Norfolk, Va., July 3.—[Spectal.]—There 
were seventy-two desertions today, accord- 
ing to the police on the British steamer Lang- 
ston Grange, one of the largest tramp vessels 
ever in this port. The Grange came across 
light from Newport, England, to load bunker 
coal before proceeding to New Orleans, where 
she is to load several thousand head of horses 
and mules, consigned to the British army at 
Cape Town.

INCREASE IN COMMERCE. 
Importations from United States for 
the Year 1899 Were 907,000,000 

Marks and the Exports for the Same 

Year Were 378,000,000 Marks —

BERLIN. July 3. — Official German sta 
tistics estimate the importations from 
America in 1899 at 907,000,000 marks 
and the exports to America at 378,- 
000,000 marks, including precious metals, 
whereof 13,000,000 marks were imported, 
The itmportations increased 3.4 per cent as 
compared with those of 1808. The exports 
increased 12.8 per cent. The exports were 
less than the exceptional year of 1896, but 
exceeds the average of the period from 1881 
to 1895. Cotton, wheat, corn, and copper 
alone exceed the total German exports. 
The Frankfort Zeitung’s correspondent at 
St. Petersburg says it is stated in Russian 
financial circles that Director Rothstein of 
the International Bank of Commerce really 
went to New York to negotiate for a state 
loan of $200,000,000 for Finance. Minister 
Witte. It is understood that Rothstein has 
been quite successful and that several large 
insurance companies have undertaken to 
pensation extensive railway concessions in 
southern Russia. ‘

“We desire to make it known that the 
presence of Captain Sir Berkeley Milne of the 
Naval and Military club, Piccadilly, at Mr. 
Astor’s concert last Thursday evening was 
uninvited.” 

As Captain Milne is one of. the most dis- 
tinguished navai officers and a member of 
the best clubs.and a former commander of 
the royal yacht Osborne, no end of specula- 
tion has been caused by the remarkable an- 
nouncement. 

The Astors’ concert was largely attended, 
and, so far as can be learned, nothing oc- 
curred during the entertainment to justify 
Mr. Astor's present action. In fact, it is 
freely stated that Mr. Astor was bold in 
making the assertion that a man so well 
known in London, although, perhaps, not 
personally invited by Mr. Astor, did not com 
in some one else's party. 

The papers comment op Mr. Astor’s drag- 
ging in one particular club to which Captain 
Milne belongs, as if Mr. Astor, it is pointed 
out, had a grudge against it as well as against 
Captain Milne, and the general opinion is 
that Captain Milne is not likely to submit to 
such a slur without taking some action. 
The paragraph has not increased Astor's 
popularity among the English, for which he 
still continues to strive by scattering $1,000 
checks among the charitable organizations 
in honor of his son’s coming of age.

THE FOURTH OF JULY. 
One hundred and twenty-four years ago 
today the people of the American colonies 
threw off the yoke of British tyranny and 
assumed among the powers of the earth 
the separate gnd equal station to which the 
laws of nature and of nature’s God entitled 
them. The men who signed the Declara- 
tion of Independence, and who pledged to 
each other their lives, their fortunes, and 
thelr sacred honor, could not know the 
vastness of the free realm they were creat- 
ing. To them and to the Continental Con- 
gress the act simply meant freedom for the 
thirteen colonies if the revolutionists suc-’ 
ceeded, and death to the signers of that in- 
strument if they failed; but the spirit of 
their historic utterance was large enough 
to fill a continent. 7 

The first Fourth of July had little sig- 


nificance except for the territory east of 


the Alleghanies. By the time the war ended 
it could have been celebrated as far west 
as the Mississippi. For more than a hun- 
dred years that annual glorification of In- 
dependence day has been extending west- 
ward over an ever widening realm, until to- 
day the Fourth is celebrated by loyal Amer- 
jeans in the Philippine Islands and even by 
American soldiers in China. 

Never has Independence day had so broad 
and grand a meaning as it has gained in 


the last two years. From the Gult of Mex- 


ico to the New England boundaries the peo- 
ple are more thoroughly united than ever in 
the past. From Porto Rico to the Philip- 
pines the Stars and Stripes offer to all the 
fullest measure of freedom compatible with 
the common good, and, in spite of partisan 
campaign criticism, this is as strictly true 
in Manila as it is in Chicago. In each of 
the new dependencies the natives have the 
promise of the greatest degree of self-gov- 
ernment compatible with peace and general 
security. | 
The only discordant notes in the joyous 
‘and noisy celebration of the great American 
day are those coming from a few Filipino 
rebel camps and from the Democratic Na- 
tional convention at Kansas City, where 
Mr. Bryan and his friends are engaged in 
drawing up an un-American. platform and 
organizing an un-American campaign.

tem of operation, new cars, stopping places, 
termini, routes, and fares, and not only 
an adaltler al- se of the road bed but a 
greatly increased service. 
_ Notwithstanding the scope of th 
grant, however, it is practically destitute 
of all those guaranties in behalf of the 
public which public sentiment as a result 
‘of bitter experience has come to demand 
in such measures. There is not from 
beginning to end one syllable which even 
reters to the character of the service which 
the company is to furnish under its new 
system. Notwithstanding the daily spec- 
tacles which we behold on our car lines 
and the fatility of efforts by City Coun- 
cil and administration at correction, this 
ordinance has not a word even purporting 
to guarantee that the proportion of strap- 
holders shall be less on this line than on 
other lines of the city. The questions of 
fares, routes, stopping places, speed are 
likewise left absolutely to the conscience 
of the company. 
Since the service to be rendered and its 
cost constitute the one primary object of 
interest in the whole matter as regards 
the public, it is difficult to overlook the 
absurdity of making the grant and omit- 
ting any slightest guaranty on that point. 
Moreover, for. the company to reply that 
it already has its right of way, is merely 
to beg the question. It has come asking 
something—something involving large re- 
sults—and the entire question of terms 
should be open for determination. 
Moreover, the ordinance is also quite 

as strikingly defective in minor respects. 
It contains no provision whatever for 
supervision of the work of construction 
or of the routes of feed wires by the Com- 
missioner of Public Works, none for fend- 
ers, none for rails adapted to smooth pave- 
ments, none for maintenance—as dis- 
‘tinguished from original laying—of pave- 
ments in its right of way, none for bury- 
ing feed wires if not carried more than 1,000. 
feet, none for free carriage of policemen 
and firemen, and none reserving any future 
right to legislate concerning any of these 
matters or concerning an underground con- 
duit system, or any other power system 
which the city may desire to have pre- 
vail within the next twenty years. 

Furthermore, the subject matter of the 
ordinance is stated to be “the Evanston 
division line,“ but that is neither defined 
nor is any reference made to any document

JUDGES CANNOT CATCH UP. 
The Judges of the Cook County Cir- 
cuit and Superior Courts are about two 
years 1 5 with their work. That is 


to say, it is quite probable a ease be- 
gun today will not be heard for two years. 
This is discouraging to men who have 
to go to the courts to get justice,. Nor 
does the situation please the Judges, some 
of whom have been discussing it on the 
eve of the closing of the courts for a 
summer vacation of two months, during 
which none but emergency and Criminal 
Court cases will receive any attention. 

Of the Judges who have something to 
say about this crowded condition of the 
courts, only one suggests that the remedy 
is harder work on the part of the Judges. 
That plan will not be adopted. The Judges, 
who believe they work hard enough now, 
will not give up their summer vacations. 
The remedy which is most favored is that 
trial courts shall have it in their power 
to make frivolous litigation more expensive 
than it is now. It is the opinion of ex- 
perlenced Judges that if unsuccessful liti- 
gants could be made to pay court costs 
for trials and for all motions and demurrers, 
there would not be so extensive a use 
of the courts to the injury of litigants who 
have justice on their side. | 

There is reason to believe that there 
would be much less litigation it it were 
made a more expensive business for the 
loser. The difficulty is to get the Gen- 
eral Assembly to give Judges the power 
in question. When the proposition to give 
it is made the cry will be raised that 
it will be used oppressively. 
argument generally used whenever an at- 
tempt is made to improve court practice. 

The General Assembly wih do nothing 
to better matters. It is not likely that 
the Cook County Judges ever will catch 
up unless there is a great decline in litiga- 
tion. There is a falling-off in the number 
of new suits filed in this county. Per- 
haps people are beginning to realize that 
going to law is poor business. But there 
is not as yet enough of a decrease in the 
number of new suits to hold out the hope 
that the day will come when the dockets 
will be cleaned up. eres 


THE DOCTRINE OF 1856. 

This is one of what are called by General 
Grosvenor the “ suppressed planks ot the 
Republican national platform: 

We reassert the principle which was the watch- 
word of the Republican party in its first great 
battle, of which Abraham Lincoln was the illus- 
trious champion, and on which he was elected 
President, that Congress has full legislative 
power over territory belonging to the United 
States, subject only to the fundamental safe- 
guards of liberty, justice, and personal rights. 

This plank, which is an affirmation of the 
position taken by the Republicans in Con- 
gress concerning the Porto Rican tariff, was 
left out, although it met with the approval 
of the President, because some persons 
deemed it advisable not to say afiything on 
the subject Jest the platform should hold 
one way and the Supreme Court should ulti- 
mately decide ‘he other way. 

Some papers—the New York Evening 
Post being one of them—find fault with this 
proposed plank on othtr grounds. They 
say the assertion it makes is historically in- 
correct; that the Republican contention in 
1860 was not that the constitution did not 
extend over the Territories, and hence Con- 
gress had unlimited power to legislate re- 
garding them, but that the constitution did 
not carry slavery into the Territories. 

But the writer of the above quoted para- 
graph did not have in mind the platform of 
1860, which calls “ the new dogma that the 
constitution of its own force carries slavery 
into any or all of the Territories of the 
United States a dangerous political 
heresy.” He had in mind the platform of 
1856, which says that “ the constitution con 
fers upon Congress sovereign power ove 
the Territories of the United States for their 
government.“ 

It was in 1856, not in 1860, that the Re- 


publican party fought its first great battle, 


and it would not have been at all out of 
place forthe National Republican convention 
meeting in Philadelphia in 1900 to reaffirm 
the principle it proclaimed there forty-four 
years ago when it began its illustrious 
carecr. | 


THE INCREASE OF FIRE LOSSES. 
A dispatch from New York says that the 
insurance companies are beginning to get 
uneasy, if not alarmed, over the rapidly in- 
creasing ‘fire losses in June and July. Asa 


matter of fact, they have been increasing 


steadily during the last three years. Dur- 
ing the last six weeks New York, Virginia, 
Minn.; Bloomington, III.; Bakersfield, Cal.; 
Pittsburg, Buffalo, Tampa, and two Ari- 
zona towns have piled up losses of over 
$15,000,000. 

The statistics of the last four years suf- 
ficiently tell their story. They show nota 
steady but a rapidly growing increase each 
year. The losses of 1896 were $111,856,- 

7; of 1897, $120;001,737; of 1898, $133,- 
139,467; of 1899, $150,537,365. The losses 
of the first six months of 1899, including the 
first two days of July, were $74,317,462; 
those of the same period in 1900 are $97,- 
224,550, an increase of $22,907,088. Even 
regarding the recent Hoboken fire as an 
exceptional one in magnitude, it is apparent 
that the losses of 1900 will far exceed those 
of 1899, 

Such a prospect is not calculated to make 
insurance officials cheerful, and it adds to 
the gloominess of the situation that it is 
not easy to locate the reasons for this large 
increase in fire losses, not only year by 
year but month by month. This year the 
minimum loss, $13,347,814, was in January. 
Each month has witnessed an increase, the 
maximum, $23,575,633, being in June. It 
is probable July losses will not exceed those 
of June, but the American people may be 
expected to utilize the Fourth of July ina

ox ‘ Probably the most Interesting thing that 
the Czar said during my interview with him 
Was that the educational institutions of Rus- 
sia must exist for some time before they 
could be appreciated or understood. The 
attitude of the Czar in regard to education 
was most enlightened, as was that of the 
late Premier and the Minister of Education. 
One thing that struck me while I was in 
Russia was the fact that the technical 
schools were mere appreciated than the uni- 
Versities. The attendance at the technical 
Schools is much greater than that at the 
universities. Nor is that all, Even at the 


universities the students pay but little at- 


tention to the humanities. They seem to 
prefer the practical studies. At one of the 
large universities I was informed in answer 
to a question that there were only two stu- 
dents out of several hundred who were de- 
Voting themselves to the study of Latin or

tan’s ‘entourage are adorned. Yet, for all 
that, old John Sakiz enjoys to a greater 
degree the trust and confidence of the 
Padishah than any other person in the Turk- 
ish empire. For he has sole and absolute 
control of the management of the private 
fortune of Abdul Hamed, as well as of his 
civil list and of the income which is derived 
from the crown domains and royalties of one 
kind and another in all parts of Turkey. 

No one Knows, save weazen, decrepit-look- 
ing old John Sakiz, whose prefix of “ Bf- 
fendi’ is equivalent to the English “ Mr.,“ 
exactly what the size is of the fortune 
of the Sultan. But it is generally understood. 
that it surpasses in magnitude that of every 
other ruler in the world, including even the 
Czar. Thus the civil list alone of the Sultan 
amounts to close upon $5,000,000 per annum. 
The revenues which he derives from the 
crown lands are known to exceed $15,000,000 
a year, and in addition to this he has all 
sorts of other resources, the extent of which 
is only known to old John, who, needless to 
add, is both an Armenian and a Christian. 

To what extent this fortune is invested and 
to what degree it is merely hoarded no one 
but the old Effendi” can tell, but there is 
every reason to believe that a considerable 
portion of it is invested in foreign stocks, 
especially in American railroads and mines, 
and if only the State department at Wash- 
ington were to discover through its legation 
at Constantinople and through the various 


/*brokers there in just what American inter- 


ests the Sultan's money is invested they 
might bring the dispute now pending with 
the Sublime Porte on the subject of the dam- 
ages demanded for injuries done to American 
missionary property in Turkey to a speedy 
settlement by attaching the Sultan's Amer- 
ijean holdings and stocks. For it must be 
thoroughly understood in this country that 
the delay in the payment of the damages to 
the United States is attributable tp ill will 
and not to inability to 


Itisa mistake to believe that the Bultan is 
a miser, and the widespread impression 
which prevails to this effect abroad is a mis- 
take. He is, on the contrary, an extremely 
liberal and generous man in money matters, 
and during his reign has devoted immense 
sums to the construction and restoration of 
mosques, to the establishment and endow- 
ment of schools, and to the creation of 
philanthropic institutions. 

Moreover he has just caused it to be offi- 
elally announced that he has decided to sig- 
nalize the celebration of his jubilee next 
September—that is to say, of the twenty- 
fifth anniversary of his accession to the 
throne-—by endowing his capital, Constan- 
tinople, with 4 complete system of water-. 
works and water supplies, which it does not 
now possess, and at the same time to found 
on the shores of the Bosporus a great uni- 
versity on the European plan. The univer- 
sity is to comprise faculties of medicine, of 
law, and of philosophy. The medical fac- 
ulty is to be on identically the same lines as 
those of European and American universi- 
tles, while the law faculty is to be divided 
into two parts, one of which will devote itself 
to Ottoman and Turkish jurisprudence and 
the other to international law and political 
economy. The philosophical faculty will in- 
clude European and Oriental languages, ge- 
ography, natural sciences, etc., and in order 


that the university should be thoroughly 


up to date there is to be a special faculty 
for technology and trade. That this is no 
empty promise is shown by the fact that 
the Sultan has already caused one of his 
largest palaces on the shores of the Bos- 
porus to be prepared for the temporary ac- 
commodation of the new university until 
special buildings can br constructed. 


I may add that the Sultan ts taking an 
active interest in the construction of the 
telegraph and railroad lines from Damascus 
to Mecca, on both of which enterprises 
active work is in p Rails and rolling 
stock have already been ordered in Germany, 
and it is estimated that the two enterprises, 
which are to cost the trifle of $50,000,000, 
will be completed within the space of three 
or four years at the latest, There are to be 
thirty-five stations from Damascus to Mecca, 
and if the trip will occupy a fortnight it is 
because in Turkey trains do not run by 
night and that the rate of speed is always a 
moderate one. What with the hundreds of 
thousands of pilgrims who annually flock to 
Mecca and the large freight business in 
corpses, every well-to-do Moslem being anx- 
fous that his. remains should be interred in 
the neighborhood of the Holy City of Mecca, 
the railroad promises to be a paying concern, 
although it will, of course, put an end to that 
peculiarly Oriental institution known as the 
„ Caravan of the Dead —that is to say, of 
the caravan of hundreds and sometimes 
thousands of camels, wandering Indian file 
across the desert to Mecca, each with two 


or three coffins swinging on either side of 


its hump, the coffins containing the corpses 
of the rich Moslems, destined for interment 
at Mecca. It is de rigeuer that the remains 
should be enveloped for the trip not in a 
shroud but in the costliest rug or carpet in 
the possession of the family of the deceased. 
These rugs and carpets, after the interment 
of the remains at Mecca, become the per- 
quisites of the camel-drivers of the cara- 
van of the dead, who make a point of sell- 
ing them to the bazaarg at Cairo, at Damas. 
cus, Smyrna, and Constantinople, where 
they find generous purchasers among the 
foréigners, owing to their exceptional beau- 
ty and to the mellow and artistic blend of 


the coloring. I have sometimes when at 


‘Cairo watched foreigners bargaining in the 
carpet bazaars for rugs of this kind, and 
have wondered silently if they were aware of 
the use to which they had been * while 


on the road to . 


Although Emperor William the trou- 
ble to attend the obsequies of the late Grand 
Duke of Oldenburg, it may be questioned 
whether his grief at the funeral was sincere. 
For the Grand Duke was, to say the least, 
eccentric, and had in times gone by been a 
bitter: foe of Prussia. Indeed, no mention 
was made of the Grand Duke’s demise in the 
Imperial Gazette at Berlin, an omission 
which created no end of comment. 


The fact of the matter is that the Grand 


Duke had pronounced leanings toward so- 
clalism and had for years been one of the 
most constant subscribers of the Social Dem- 
ocrat, the organ of advanced and militant 
socialism, which is published at Zurich, in 
Bwitzerland, being so strictly forbidden by 
law in Germany that the mails do not dare 
to carry it. It is for this reason that, in- 
stead of being posted to the Grand Duke in 
ordinary newspaper wrappers, it was mailed 
to him each week in special envelopes, which 
were sent by his secretary to the publisher 
of the paper for the purpose. 

In 1864 he was one of the claimants to the 
Duehies of Schleswig and Holstein—a claim- 
ant not only on his own account but also on 
that of Czar Alexander II., who had waived 
his own pretensions to the duchies tn the 
Grand Duke's favor. The Grand Duke was 
forced to withdraw them in 1866 by Prussia, 
receiving by way of compensation a sum 
down of 3.000,000 marks and certain terri- 
torial indemnities.
